Lizzie, it is .supposed, went to 
her Miicle's hiiiise a .ihort (bstancn away 
fo:' assi.stance. .Mi.ss iloid took refuge in 
a .stable twenty yards from the house. 
.^fisH Taylor, anxiiiu.-i about Mi.s.s Uoid's 
whereabout.-*, went in search of her, but 
w.as overpowered by tho blizzard, then 
ragiiiL,' at it.-: highest pilch.

.Viiiiie, the ni)!er daiiglitcr, next went in 
searcli I't buili, but was eompoUed to tako 
shell i r ill a \ ac.int liouse a quarter of a 
mile I'll'. .Miss Iteid, in the moanlime, 
returned tn the fire, and aloii;,' with fho 
iihl man and the daughter i\laiy Jane 
took such comfort as wa.s alVorded by the 
.siie'iildering remains in the cellar. Annie 
letiiriied to the fire at daylight, luit find 
in;,' that her ninther and Liz/.ie had not 
returne-.l «i-iit a'^.iin in noarch, ;iiid no 
more was .seen of her. Tiie fire being low 
.iiul allbrdinj,' im warmth, tho old man and 
.^^i.ss Itoid ci'iududed to go to the lioii.-Ji^ 
liiat sheltered .\nnie (biriiig tlieniglit. 
Tiie women reaidied it tlirongli tho .stnnii, 
but .Mr. 'J'aylor was forced tr, reim-u t.^ 
the lire. Souii after reaching the vacant 
liouso Mary Jane beg.an to get dcipundcnt, 
.ind reproved herself for having left her 
father, and thinking that he and nil tho 
remainder of the family wore frozen to 
ileath, exiu'essed a wish that she might 
die also. She hay prosliafe on the flo( r, 
and enntiniied to moan, refusini; to be 
OJTiisi)lcd by iMiss Reid, and was discover 
ed ne.xt morning by Uali;iii Taylor, son cl 
Win. Tajdor, a brother of the father of 
the destitute family, .ind in a hniiNe only 
tluve-qiiarlers nt' :\ mile distant he found 
I he uncle terrilily frozen and iineonseiouH. 
lialpb Tayli '1- re! iinird fur a cut ter ami 
assi.staiice. W hon ihe [laily relurnod 
they fiiiiiid .MiN, Taylnr on the 
prairie, Mary .lane lying on the floor, and 
iMi.sa licid kneeling at her, side. .Miss 
Reid was much exhaii.'itcd. lialpli Taylor 
ilrove tli.eiii all I llic i;m,"le's house. Nei- 
ther oi the \>"iiieii s|ioke a word fmni th.e 
time. thoy were put mtci tho .sleigh luilil 
llloy reached \Vm. Taylor's house. Mary 
.lano Jones only breathed for a few min 
I'.les after being carried into her uncle's 
house, not withstandim; ihat every ellort 
was made tn reaiiscitato lu-r. •* Every at- 
tention was given oi .Mi.ss Ridd, but il 
was only after she iiail liocn some time 
wrapped up in flannels that .she regained 
consoioHsness.

Forty or 
fifty neighbors resumed llu! search on 
Tucschty mornim;, ami ,Tt 'J ]■. in. Iii.'.^ie's 
frozen corii.ie w.as foiii.d iciiir miles from 
homo in the direeiioii of liei' mude's house, 
hilt beyond it. 'J'lie .'■.ceiie was heart- 
lending in the exireiue, and ha.-i east a 
gloom over the entire coiiumniity.
